Double Patenting 

The provisional nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting rejection of 
claims 24 - 34 as being unpatentable over claims 25, 27 - 29, 31 , 35, 36, and 49 of 
copending Application No. 10/576,885 has been withdrawn because the conflicting 
claims have not in fact been patented. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
declaration under 37 CFR 1 .132 filed February 8, 2010 is sufficient to overcome the 
rejection of claims 24 - 34 based upon JP '009 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). The 132 
Declaration demonstrates the importance of equation (2) in independent claim 24 and 
its effect on the microstructure of the instant high strength stainless steel seamless pipe. 
The Declaration compares claimed equation (2) with a very similar equation, equation 
(1), disclosed in the closest prior art of JP '009. The Declaration, signed by a common 
inventor to both the instant application and JP '009, states that the maximum value of 
equation (1 ) of the closest prior art of JP '009 is limited to 1 0 or less in order to prevent 
ferrite from forming so that the microstructure of the steel of JP '009 only comprises 
tempered martensite and austenite. In contrast, the minimum value of equation (2) in 
instant independent claim 24 is 1 1 .5 or more which is opposite the value of equation (1 ) 
in JP '009. The Declaration explains that the value of claimed equation (2) in claim 24 
is 1 1 .5 or more in order to control the amount of precipitated ferrite to a fixed amount as 
claimed in instant claim 24 so the final microstructure of the steel comprises ferrite.

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austenite, and martensite as claimed. If the value of claimed equation (2) is less than 
1 1 .5, precipitation of the ferrite phase becomes insufficient and hot-workability is 
insufficient which leads to difficult manufacturing of the seamless steel pipe. Therefore, 
Applicant has demonstrated that the instant claims are patentably distinct from the 
closest prior art of JP '009. Instant claims 25 - 34, 36, and 37 are dependent on 
allowable claim 24 and are therefore also allowed.
